offered by the Midwest Program 
on Airborne Television Instruct­ 
ion. 
The workshop program provided 
a detailed picture of the operat­ 
ions of the airborne plan. The par­ 
ticipants saw how television teach­ 
ing is planned abd produced in the 
studios of WOSU-TV; witnessed and 
discussed I iv e classroom dem on­ 
strations of the use of television 
teaching critically analyzed sam p­ 
le Kinescope recordings of televis­ 
ion teaching; secured baric infor­ 
mation on and examined equipment 
necessary for satisfactory recept­ 
ion; clarified the classroom teach­ 
er's role in connection with using 
television presentations; and con­ 
sulted 
with specialists 
in every 
phase of television teaching. 
The Midwest Program on 
Air­ 
borne Television Instruction will 
provide 
educational 
courses 
on 
video tape which will be telecast 
from an airplane flying at 
23,000 
feet over 
north 
central 
Indiana. 
The telecasts will be received on 
T Vsets in classrooms of participat­ 
ing schools throughout the telecast­ 
ing area.

TELECASTS will cover a circul­ 
ar area 150 to 250 miles in radius 
and encompassing 
p a r t s 
of six 
states: Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Michigan, Ohio and Wisconsin.

•tart in January, 1961, with full use 
planned in all subjects areas from 
elem entary through college for the 
academic year of 1961-62. During 
the full academ ic year, courses will 
be telecast on two 
channels

hours a day, four days 
a 
week. 
This amounts to 48 hours a week 
of telecast courses a week. 
The total year and one half pro­ 
ject costs of 7 to 8 million dollars 
are to be met by the Ford Foundat­ 
ion and contributions by private in­ 
dustry. There is no cost to particip­ 
ating schools other than the local 
system installation. One-half of this 
cost will also be met by the fed­ 
eral government under a special 
government a c t 
The 
purpose 
of 
the industry 
sponsored project is to 
broaden 
the range of educational offerings 
available to many schools and to 
increase the quality of offerings 
in schools and colleges where re­ 
sources are unavailable or in 
adequate at present. 
It is also felt that to carry on this 
project the cost would be less than 
for a com parable increase in quali­ 
ty achieved by other m eans. This 
initial program will assist the dev­ 
elopment of a perm anent 
facility 
for a long range m anagem ent and 
financing of the airborne istruct- 
ional program by local and state 
educational authorities. Steps have 
already been taken on state levels 
to continue this operation. 
It was also emphasized 
at the 
workshop that all schools 
in 
the 
Columbus area should take im m ed­ 
iate advantage of the wide range of 
educational c o u r s e s offered bv 
WOSU-TV. 
Starting in September the follow­ 
ing courses will be* offered: elem­ 
entary French, high school physics, 
science for ninth grade, high school 
m athem atics, fifth grade physical 
education, 
sixth 
grade 
science, 
eighth grade health science, high 
school French, elem entary reading 
improvement, third grade art, and 
seventh grade. physical and social 
geography. 
Last year the Circleville schools 
took advantage of the high school 
chemistry course and are making 
plans this year to use as many of 
the added courses as possible.
